WHEREAS,  The  month  of  October  has  been  designated  National  Domestic  Violence 
Awareness  Month  and  Teen  Dating  Violence  Awareness  Month  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Roughly  20%  of  women  report  having  experienced  domestic  abuse;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  60%  of  female  homicide  cases  in  San  Francisco  were  due  to 
domestic  violence;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Half  of  all  victims  of  domestic  abuse  live  in  a  household  with  a  child  under

WHEREAS,  Domestic  abuse  is  psychologically  and  physically  damaging  to  the  family

Resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  (INS)  to  reopen  the 
case  of  Israeli  immigrant  Yoav  Shaul  and  grant  him  a  second  interview,  and  urging  the 
INS  to  reform  procedures  for  interviewing  applicants  for  permanent  residency. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  is  comprised  of  many  immigrant  communities  who 
have  a  deep  concern  about  the  administration  of  U.S.  immigration  laws;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Yoav  Shaul  is  an  Israeli  man  who  is  petitioning  for  permanent  residency  in 
the  U.S.  based  on  his  marriage  to  Veronica  Klaus-Shaul,  a  U.S.  citizen,  on  April  17,  2000; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Klaus-Shaul  is  a  transgender  woman  with  an  established  female 
identity  since  1989,  who  completed  her  sex  reassignment  surgery  on  March  2,  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Yoav  Shaul  and  their  attorney  have  provided  all  documentation  requested 
by  the  INS  including  an  original  amended  birth  certificate  and  a  notarized  surgeon's  statement 
attesting  to  Ms.  Klaus-Shaul's  sex  reassignment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  18,  2001,  Yoav  Shaul  and  Veronica  Klaus-Shaul  were  granted  an 
initial  INS  interview  for  permanent  residency  and  the  interviewer  indicated  that  she  would 
recommend  approval  of  their  petition;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  March  of  2002,  Mr.  Shaul  received  notification  from  the  INS  through  his 
attorney  that  his  case  was  being  referred  to  another  office  of  the  INS  and  that  a  second  INS 
interview  would  likely  take  place  in  August  or  September  of  2002;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  On  October  1,  2002,  Mr.  Shaul,  his  wife,  and  their  attorney  all  received 
letters  stating  that  the  petition  for  permanent  residency  had  been  denied  due  to  failure  to 
appear  for  a  second  interview  scheduled  on  September  17,  2002;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  staying  in  close  contact  with  the  INS  through  his  attorney,  and 
despite  the  fact  that  three  letters  of  denial  were  sent,  Mr.  Shaul  never  received  any  initial 
notification  of  the  September  17th  interview  and  neither  did  his  wife  or  his  attorney;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  places  the  high  penalty  of 
petition  denial  when  applicants  fail  to  appear  for  an  interview,  but  makes  no  reasonable  effort, 
such  as  certified  mail,  to  ensure  that  notification  has  been  received;  and; 

WHEREAS,  The  INS  has  offered  no  proof  that  Mr.  Shaul  or  his  attorney  was  notified  of 
the  September  17th  interview;  now,  therefore  be  it, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  the  U.S.  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Service  to  reopen  the  case  of  Yoav

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Transportation  Security  Administration  and 
Covenant  Aviation  Security  to  retain  experienced  airport  screeners  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  by  considering  experience  and  giving  priority  to  the  incumbent 
screeners  in  the  hiring  of  new  Pre-Board  Screeners. 

WHEREAS,  The  Aviation  Security  Bill,  S.1447,  signed  into  law  by  President  George  W. 
Bush  on  November  19,  2001,  allowed  for  five  airports  nationwide  to  remain  privatized  as  part 
of  a  pilot  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  December  10,  2001,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  983-01  urging  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  apply  to  be  one  of  the 
five  airports  that  could  remain  privatized  in  order  that  we  may  retain  our  experienced 
screeners; 

WHEREAS,  On  January  7,  2002,  the  San  Francisco  Immigrant  Rights  Commission 
adopted  Resolution  No.  010702  urging  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  Airport  Commission  and  the 
Director  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  take  all  additional  steps  necessary  to  ensure 
the  job  security  of  the  immigrant  baggage  screeners  working  at  the  airport; 

WHEREAS,  On  May  29-  2002,  SFO  Airport  Director  John  L.  Martin  applied  with  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  TSA  for  SFO  to  designated  as  one  of  the  Pilot  Programs 
on  the  basis  that  "the  level  of  screening  services  and  protection  provided  by  our  current 
contract  security  staff  will  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  that  provided  by  federal  government 
personnel"; 

WHEREAS,  In  June  2002,  the  Federal  TSA  accepted  San  Francisco's  application  to  be 
a  pilot  program  and  be  exempted  from  federalization; 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  community,  including  elected  officials,  rejoiced  in  SFO 
being  selected  as  one  of  the  Pilot  Programs  with  the  understanding  that  this  would  allow 
greater  opportunity  for  retaining  experienced  screeners; 

WHEREAS,  In  September,  in  a  meeting  with  the  current  Pre-Board  Screeners,  the  TSA 
announced  that  even  with  the  Pilot  Program,  they  will  require  that  incumbent  screeners  have 
to  go  through  the  same  assessment  process  as  those  who  apply  at  federalized  airports; 

WHEREAS,  Several  news  reports  including  one  published  by  the  Los  Angeles  Times 
on  September  24  titled  "New  Airport  Screener  Jobs  Going  Mostly  to  Whites",  have  shown  that 
the  assessment  test  employed  by  the  TSA  are  weeding  out  many  experienced  screeners  due 
the  computer-based  format  and  other  tests  that  are  not  job-related; 

WHEREAS,  At  Oakland  and  San  Jose  Airports,  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
experienced  screeners  did  not  pass  the  federal  assessment  test  which  applicants  have 
claimed  to  be  discriminatory  against  current  screeners  and  minority  workers; 

WHEREAS,  In  October,  TSA  announced  that  Covenant  Aviation  Security  (CAS)  has 
been  selected  as  the  private  contractor  that  will  employ  Pre-Board  Screeners  at  SFO; 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  current  plan  of  the  TSA  and  CAS,  all  incumbent  Pre-Board 
Screeners  will  be  replaced  by  new  hires  by  November  19,  2002; 

WHEREAS,  TSA  and  CAS'  plan  is  to  assess  the  current  screeners  last,  and  only  after 
they  have  been  laid  off  their  jobs, 

WHEREAS,  Even  with  the  Pilot  Program,  no  provisions  have  been  made  to  give  the 
incumbent  screeners  priority  in  hiring; 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  was  the  first  airport  in  the  country  to 
institute  a  quality  standards  program  for  baggage  screeners  to  address  the  quality  of  airline 
checkpoint  security  services;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  quality  standards  program  mandates  that  security  screeners  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  have  a  high  school  degree,  be  English  proficient,  and  have  a 
background  check  covering  ten  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  the  current  baggage  screeners  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  are  permanent  legal  residents  and  are  currently  applying  for  citizenship;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  current  TSA  and  CAS  plan,  over  900  Pre-Board  Screeners  will 
lose  their  jobs  through  no  fault  of  their  own  and  will  be  the  last  to  be  considered;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Ferry  Terminal  Public  Pier  Project  is  an  element  of

WHEREAS,  The  security  of  our  national  seaports  is  now  at  the  forefront  of 
concern  in  the  aftermath  of  the  terrorist  attacks  of  September  1 1 , 2001 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  of  San  Francisco  manages  assets  consisting  of  7  Vz  miles 
of  urban  waterfront  properties  with  a  wide  array  of  uses  and  facilities,  including 
container  and  bulk  cargo  terminals,  a  cruise  ship  terminal,  ferry  and  excursion 
passenger  terminals,  a  substantial  ship  repair  yard  and  drydock,  multiple  layberths  for 
Maritime  Administration  vessels,  commercial  fishing  harbors,  power  plants,  the  western 
base  of  the  Bay  Bridge,  the  landmark  Ferry  Building,  the  Pacific  Bell  Park,  numerous 
harbor  facilities,  and  world-renowned  tourist  attractions;  and

Records  of  San  Francisco  on  February  27,  1992,  in  Reel  572,  Image  230,  Instrument  No. 
F075300  and  the  Second  Amendment  to  the  1 988  Project  Lease  by  and  between  the  Agency 
and  the  City,  dated  as  of  July  1 ,  2000,  recorded  in  the  Official  Records  of  San  Francisco  on 
August  3,  2000,  in  Reel  H693,  Image  0283,  Doc-2000-G809025-00  (collectively,  the  "Project 
Lease"),  whereby  the  Agency  has  leased  the  Project  (as  defined  therein),  which  is  located  on

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Justice,  every  12  seconds  a 
woman  is  beaten;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  receives  approximately  9,500 
domestic  violence  calls  annually;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  American  Medical  Association,  nearly  one-fourth  of 
American  women  will  be  abused  by  a  current  or  former  partner  at  some  point  in  their  lives; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  violence  and  child  abuse  does  not  distinguish  between  class, 
culture,  age,  gender,  sexuality,  or  locality;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Gender,  Violence,  and  Resource  Access  Survey  of  transgender  and 
inter-sex  individuals,  found  that  50%  of  respondents  had  been  raped  or  assaulted  by  a 
romantic  partner,  although  only  62%  of  those  raped  or  assaulted  identified  themselves  as 
survivors  of  domestic  violence  when  explicitly  asked;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Community  United  Against  Violence  (CUAV)  estimates  that  for  every 
police  incident  report  on  gay  men's  domestic  violence  that  CUAV  receives,  there  are  between 
10  and  20  incidents  that  go  unreported;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  a  report  by  the  National  Coalition  of  Anti-Violence  Programs, 
violence  in  same  sex  relationships  occurs  at  the  same  rate  as  in  heterosexual  relationships; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  a  study  conducted  by  National  Violence  Against  Women  Prevention 
Research  Center  at  the  University  of  Missouri  at  St.  Louis  it  was  reported  that  about  17-45% 
of  lesbians  reported  having  been  the  victim  of  a  least  one  act  of  physical  violence  perpetrated 
by  a  lesbian  partner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  executive  summary  of  the  National  Domestic  Violence  Media 
Campaign  stated  that  children  who  witness  domestic  violence  are  5  times  more  likely  to 
become  batterers  or  victims  in  their  adulthood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  From  1993-1998,  women  ages  16  to  24  experienced  the  highest  per 
capita  rates  of  intimate  violence  stated  in  the  Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics,  May  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Domestic  Violence  Project  and  the  American  Medical 
Association,  at  least  70%  of  men  who  batter  their  wives  sexually  or  physically  abuse  their 
children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Stated  in  the  National  Institute  of  Justice  and  Bureau  of  Justice  Statistics 
joint  report,  domestic  violence  often  does  not  consist  of  a  single  incident;  it  is  instead  a 
continual  state  of  victimization;  and,

WHEREAS,  Helen  Wills  Playground,  built  in  1915,  is  located  on  the  corner  of 
Broadway  and  Larkin  Street  in  a  neighborhood  with  a  critical  lack  of  parks  and  open  space  as 
well  as  deteriorated  park  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Helen  Wills  Playground  provides  many  recreation  programs  including: 
Tiny  Tot  Program  for  infants  and  toddlers;  pre  school  playgroups;  after  school  homework  for 
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children  and  teens;  organized  field  trips;  spring  and  summer  baseball  leagues;  and  other 
sports  for  teens  and  adults  such  as  basketball,  table  tennis,  tennis  and  football;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  applied  for  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $1,500,000  from  the  Murray-Hayden  Urban  Parks  and  Youth  Service  Program 
for  the  for  renovation  of  the  play  area,  clubhouse  and  tennis  courts  at  the  Helen  Wills 
Playground  on  May  16,  2002  under  resolution  #0205-012;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  project  would  eliminate  toxic  materials,  optimize  the  park's  facilities  for 
all  age  groups,  and  make  the  park  facilities  and  programs  more  accessible  and  enjoyable  to 
all;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Bond  Act  delegates  to  the  California  Department  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  the  responsibility  for  the  administration  of  the  Grant  Programs,  setting  up 
necessary  procedures;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  October  23,  2002,  the  California  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation 
offered  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,500,000  to  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  for  renovation  of  the  play  area,  clubhouse  and  tennis  courts  at  the  Helen  Wills 
Playground;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  will  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  California  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  for  the  subject  project; 
Now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby: 

1 .  Approves  the  acceptance  and  expenditure  of  $1 ,500,000  for  renovation  of  the  play 
area,  clubhouse  and  tennis  courts  at  the  Helen  Wills  Playground; 

2.  Certifies  that  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  are  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  agreement  with  the  California  Department  of  Parks 
and  Recreation; 
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3.  Certifies  that  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  reviewed  and 
understands  the  Terms  and  Conditions  contained  in  the  grant  agreement; 

4.  Appoints  the  General  Manager  as  agent  of  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  to  conduct  all  negotiations,  execute  and  submit  all  documents,  including 
but  not  limited  to  agreements,  payment  requests,  progress  reports  and  so  on,  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  aforementioned  project. 

5.  Waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget.
